The superfluity of printed mattei 
heaped upon us as a result of these 
war years leaves but one question — 
How long will it last? Much is being 
written, but little is being said. The 
valiant deeds performed daily in all 
theatres of the war provide abun- 
dant material for epics that would 
far surpass those of the Beowulf 
period;' — Yet too many of today's 
authors have chosen to tell a story of 
the moment without consideration of 
the broader scope that must be cover- 
ed if an incident is to live in litera- 
ture. These writers seem to lack a 
comprehension of the war “in toto — ” 
and until such lack is remedied, no 
brillant and dynamic account will 
emerge from the heap to withstand 
the unrelenting, infallible test of 
time. 

Catholic Books to the Front 

Catholic Book Week, from Novem- 
ber 7-13, placed squarely before our 
eyes the problem of reading Catholic 
books. Religion classes conducted by 
Father Killgallon received a rude 
shock one early morning when stu- 
dents were asked casually, “How 
many Catholic books have you read 
in the last year?” The old excuse 
accompanied b y “weeping and 
gnashing of the teeth” was that 
Catholic books were much too dry 
and much too scholarly. The general 
reply stated flatly, “Not many!” 

Now, however, our Catholic authors 
have come into a brighter phase of 
writing which clothes the scholastic 
with an ‘easy on the eye and ear’ 
style that’s a joy to read. Further- 
more their subject matter is timely 
and interesting. Only last year, the 
collegiate award from one publish- 
ing house was bestowed on a Catholic 
college girl. 

Philosophies of the church are be- 
ing given excellent and fair treat- 
ment in the books of non-Catholic 
writers. This is one important step 
forward in the continuous battle dir- 
ected against pagan literature still 
proudly flaunted in our “best” cir- 
cles under such dubious titles as 
“The Book of the Month”. One can- 
not ignore that hundreds of books 
are still published which are absolute- 
ly unfit reading for any Christian. It 
is up to the individual whether or 
not he selects a Chesterton, Maritain, 
Belloc, Newman — or a Betty Smith; 
whether he selects a life of Christ or 
the life of a heroine concocted by 
Daphne du Maurier.

Meet of Regional Unit; 

St. Benedict's Is Host 

Henry Hayden Elected 
Regional Prexy By 
Council of Delegates 

At an organizational regional 
meeting of the National Federaion 
of Catholic College Students held in 
Atchison, Kansas, December 4, eight 
Catholic colleges in Kansas, Missouri 
and Nebraska, banded together for 
the purpose of unifying and intensi- 
fying Catholic Action on Catholic 
campuses throughout this section. 
These colleges have formed the first 
regional unit of the NFCCS west of 
the Mississippi. 

St. Benedict’s and Mount St. Schol- 
astica colleges were hosts to the stu- 
dent delegation who enthusiastically 
undertook to discuss the Federation 
in its entirety, accept the national 
constitution, formulate regional by- 
laws, elect regional officers, and ap- 
point commission chairmanships to 
the various affiliated colleges. Chair- 
manship of the Inter-American com- 
mission goes to the College of St. 
Teresa. 

Commissions Coordinated 

According to the national program, 
which is approved by the Hierarchy 
of the United States, special groups 
or clubs on each campus are dubbed 
various commissions, the sharing of 
experiences and information in each 
particular field of Catholic Action 
is facilitated. Each local commission 
is kept in contact with every other 
like commission in the region as well 
as in the United States. This is ac- 
complished through the action of the 
commission chairman, which is a 
school appointed annually by the re- 
gional council to stimulate activity 
and increase contacts among all com- 
missions of the region. At the end 
of the year, if the chairman school 
has proved capable, the council may 
deem fit to reappoint it to the com- 
mission chairmanship. If the oppo- 
site case is true, another school re- 
ceives the chairmanship. This same 
plan is carried out on a national scale. 

Fulfillment of the duties of a com- 
mission chairman on Inter-American 
relations will rest with the members 
of St. Teresa’s IRC which is essen- 
tially concerned with Pan-American 
countries. This project will tie in 
with the Inter-American Institute 
founded in this diocese at the insti- 
gation of His Excellency, Most Rev. 
Edwin V. O’Hara, D.D., Bishop of 
Kansas City.

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Serve the King at the Inn 
On Christmas Day 

Feeling in the Christmas spirit? Want to do something about 
it? For the past two years, St. Christopher’s Inn has served 
Christmas dinner to the poor of our community. Nothing is 
asked of those who are fed; they simply receive a Christmas meal 
free of charge. This year a large crowd is expected, and Father 
McDonnell, founder and director of the Inn, is in need of volun- 
teers to help serve the dinners. In previous years almost 1500 
have been served. Anyone who would like to serve, please call 
HA. 2455 sometime before Christmas day. (The girls of CST 
may turn in their names to Dolores Riley before December 20.) 

Located at Main and Missouri avenues, in downtown Kansas 
City, St. Christopher’s Inn has, for the past year, offered food and 
shelter to homeless indigent men. Any needy traveler is wel- 
comed at the Inn and provided with clothing, food, and shelter, 
until the placement bureau of the Inn can find a position for him 
and establish his economic independence. After a man has a po- 
sition and has received his first pay check, he may not remain at 
the Inn and pay board, but must move on so that others may be 
cared for. 

If, as has happened in some fifty-two cases since last Febru- 
ary 28th, a wayfarer dies while at St. Christopher’s, funeral ser- 
vices are held for him at the expense of the Inn. The cemetery 
of St. Christopher’s has plots for both Catholic and non-Catholics, 
so that, regardless of a man’s creed, he is given a decent burial. 
Wakes can be held in a small room at the rear of the Inn’s chapel. 
In the case of the Catholic, a Requiem Mass is said for him in the 
chapel which is dedicated to Our Lady of the Highway. 

The Inn is comprised of two two-story buildings on Main 
street and a three-story building on Missouri avenue. The Main 
street buildings have been completely renovated and equipped 
for use; in fact, you wouldn’t recognize the buildings that, two 
years ago, were dilapidated shells with the ceiling plaster 
knocked out and gaudy crepe paper streamers hanging haphaz- 
ardly from the broken light fixtures — remnant of their saloon 
days. 

Now the former pool room is a completely furnished chapel 
with a liturgical altar over which is suspended a six-foot crucifix 
of the glorified Christ. All decorations and trimmings of the 
chapel, (which is done in knotty pine paneling), are the work 
of the men of Northtown. 

The other building is furnished with recreational facilities 
for the men, who may play checkers or cards, listen to the radio, 
read, etc. In the basement of the two structures are to be found 
showers, a barber shop, and a cafeteria. The cafeteria has full 
kitchen equipment, and dining tables to seat 50. The entire sec- 
ond floor is devoted to a dormitory of 55 beds, and Father Mc- 
Donnell’s office. A clinic is in the embryonic stage. It is to be 
handled by competent members of the medical profession. At 
present, the sick are well taken care of in a sanitary, hospital- 
like section of the Inn. 

St. Christopher’s Inn is self-supporting; its chief source of 
income is the money obtained from its salvage bureau. Monetary 
contributions from Kansas Citians also help the Inn to carry out 
its projects. The salvage bureau is handled by the men of the 
Inn who collect the salvage from all parts of Kansas City at in- 
tervals of six weeks. For this purpose, they use the three trucks 
which the Inn owns. All old clothes, paper, boxes, articles of 
furniture, and rubber and metal salvaged for Uncle Sam are 
picked up and taken to one of the two stores which the Inn oper- 
ates. There, anything that is reclaimable is repaired and retailed 
in the store. If you have any white elephants, the Inn will be 
glad to take care of them for you — Just another phase of the Inn’s 
hospitality. notes by nikky.
